There 
are one or two collections of modem 
pictures ia private houses open to view,, 
which aright interest him for half an 
hour. If addicted to education or char-

In both 
cases the general result is a wonderful 
average of content with leas of extra¬ 
ordinary eminence in culture and refine¬ 
ment that may be found among tfae few

! if the sessop be winter) on a sleigh- 
ng party, the great point aimed at— 
the circumstance froth which the chief 
pleasure is expected to be derived— 
is the association of ladies and gentle¬ 
men together. And this association, 
which is thus prized, esteemed, and, one 
may eay, lived foe by American men, 
can not be said to he more than toler¬ 
ated by Englishmen, and that not al¬ 
ways with tne best grace in the world 
We see the resnlts in the dreariness of 
our garden parties, our croquet parties, 
out orihcry patties, where the enter¬ 
tainment consists of twenty-five men 
pro loci ing themselves aa beet they can 
from the advance of neventy-five ladies; 
most of the latter nominally in the ca¬ 
pacity of matrons, as if two or three 
matrons were not enough for a whole 
party. 

In America we find women, and ea- 
pecialty unmarried women, holdin 
higher rank, relatively to men. 
they do in this country—more defer¬ 
ence is shown to them—more courtesy. 
They are encouraged to feel that they 
are the most important element In the 
social happiness of the men; and the 
consequence ia, among the better, but 
not at all uncommon styles of girls, 
there is a most charming want of con¬ 
straint, affectation, or mannerism. They 
are very little conventional or self-oon- 
scioua, and the just mean is very often 
found where perfect freedom does not 
verge on forwardness, pertnesa, or fast¬ 
ness. And this is due, not merely to 
the difference in the numerical propor¬ 
tion of men and women in the country, 
but it must, also, in gresti part, be at¬ 
tributed to the imiependenoe in which 
American girls are ^nought np from 
their childhood. They become recog¬ 
nised leaders in all amusements, aad 
are able to dictate a tone to society. 
For society seems to he a good deal 
like any other holly, a very great cow¬ 
ard when made to foci the strong hand, 
and voting ladies, aware of their tre- 
mendons social power when organized, 
oesse to be satisfied with graceless in¬ 
attention* from men; nor, under such 
organisation, ia it possible that there 
should exist the public recognition, not 
to say condonemont/of that " great so¬ 
cial evil" which in England, though 
confined perhaps in its most prominent 
aspect to the few ” very high io the 
realm,” nevertheless is uncountable for 
a tone and positioo which men of aJl 
classes are apt to assume towards la¬ 
dies,—a position of complete and un¬ 
concealed independence of their society. 
And is ao* this want of community be¬ 
tween men and women in their interests 
and amussmenta

Kkiobahts fbom Swedes jjtd Noeway 
ore already becoming a valuable and Im¬ 
portant element in tl he population or some 
of our State*. They come from countries 
which raise grain and grow timber, sad 
therefore this emigration flown chiefly 
into grain-raising and timber-producing 
States and Territories. There fs a large 
Norwegian colony In Minnesota, and In 
tome of the Territories of the North-vest 
Norwegians and Swedes are numerous. 
Recently on effort hsa been made to attract 
this emigration to Maine. Swedish emi¬ 
grants have been sided on their arrival, 
and until they were able to get a return 
for tbeir labor, when the assistance given 
them is repaid by labor an works of pub¬ 
lic improvement. There are now in Maine 
1,300 Bwedee who paid their passage to 
this country, and brought with theih |1«- 
006 in money. They have formed a colony 
called New Swedenorhich ie in the nortli- 
envpart of the State, and have now one 
hundred good house* and eighty eight good 
berm. Every sett ler has cleared from fire 
to twenty acre* of lend , there are two 
steam mills making shingles, and a saw 
mill, ran by waterpower. Roads ora rut 
through tbs woods, and a school for child¬ 
ren has been established. The font* has 
furnished the emigrants with aid to the 
amount at #80.000, and #4,87Hhss already 
traen repaid by work upon the rood*. Ibis 
wise encouragement of emigration,from a 
thrifty and industrious populslfon, will 
greatly rid la the dnvslopmeafi ti a 
portion of Maine, which might hove 
uninhabited for years.
